Judge M. C. Glvens Dies at Henderson. 

Judge M. C Givens, aged 74 
years, died Monday morning at 
his home in Henderson after 
three weeks' illness with kidney 
trouble. 

Judsie Givens was one of the 
best known men in WeBtem 
Kentucky aud served two terms 
as Circuit Judge of the Fifth 
Judicial district, from 18H0 to 
1807. 

Judge Givens was the father 
of 0. C. Givens, of Madisonville. 

The funeral services were held 
111 Henderson Tuesday afternoon 
and were eonducted by Rev. J, 
C. Hopewell, of Madisonville. 



The new Jnvenile Court law, 
which goes into effect about 
June 12, will be effective in. 
Hopkins and each county iu the. 
State, and it seems of such vital 
importance as to demand the at 
tention of parents and guardians 
and all citizens interested in the 
welfare of children generally. 

The law provides that all of- 
fenses, not felonies, that are 
committed against the laws of 
the State bv boys of seventeen 
years and under and by girls of 
eighteen years and under shall 
be heard in the Juvenile court, 
and it makes the County Judge 
the judge of this court. These 
cases are to be heard io private 
and handled in the way of re- 
forming rather than punishing 
these juvenile offenders. Proba 
fion officers are to be appointed 
to look after delinquent children 
put on good behavior by the 
Judge aud their duty will be to 
see that such children are con- 
ducting themselves properly and 
to make periodical reports to the 
court. 

County Judge Wilson when 
interviewed this week expressed 
great sympathy for children who 
suffer from the influences of evil 
environment and gave his en- 
dorsement to the new law, real- 
izing the while that he will be a 
very busy man if the new law 
gets in full swing with the back- 
ing of citizens generally. 

In addition to the Juvenile 
Court law there is another, 
known as the Adult Delinquent 
law, that goes in effect about 
the same time, which provides 
for the punishment of adults 
who contribute to the delin- 
quency of children. 

The Juvenile Court law should 
be read by all citizens. It readB 
in full as follows : 

Children To Be Affected. 

Be It enacted by the Geueral As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky: Section 1. This act 
Khali apply only to male children 
seventeen years of age or under and 
to female children eighteen years of 
age or under, who are not inmates of 
a State institution or any institution 
incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Kentucky for the care and 
correction of children, or any reform 
school for juvenile offenders. 

The words "delinquent child" 
shall include any male child seven- 
teen years of age or under and any 
temale child eighteen years of age 
or under who violates any law of 
this State; or who is incorrigible ; or 
who knowingly associates with 
thieves, vicious or immoral persons; 
or who, without just cause and with- 
out consent of its parents or custo- 
dian, absents itself from its home or 
place of abode; or who is growitiK 
up iu idleness or crime; or who 
knowingly visits or enters a house 
of 111 repute; or who knowingly pat- 
ronizes or visits any policy shop or 
pla-se where any gaming device is or 
shall be operatic! ; or who patronizes 
or visits any saloon or dram shop 
where intoxicating liquors are sold ; 
or who patronises or visits any pub- 
lic poolroom or bucket shop; or who 
wanders about the streets in the 
nighttime without being on lawful 

habitually wanders about any rail- 
road yards; or who habitually uses 
vile, obscene, vulgar, profane'or in- 
decent language or is guilty of im- 
moral or disorderly conduct in any 
public place or highway or about 
any schoolliouse ; or who is persis- 
tently truant from school. 

Any child cuimnltiug any of the 
acts herein above mentioned shall 
be deemed a juvenile delinquent 
person, and shall be proceeded 
against as such in the manner here- 
inafter provided. A deposition of 
any child under this act, or any evi- 
dence given m such cause, shall not, 
in any civil, criminal or other cause 
or proceeding whate ver in any court, 
be lawful or proper evidence against 
such child for any purpose whatever, 
except in subsequent cases against 
the same child under this act. The 
word "child" or "children" may 
mean one or more children, or the 
word "parent" or -parents" may 
mean one or both parents when con- 
sistent with oue intent of this act. 
Nu Barging Children. 
Kor the purpose of this act the 
words "dependent child" or "neglec- 
ted child" shall mean any male 
child seventeen years of axe or un- 
der, or any feu:a!» ■■MM eighteen 
or under, that is found 



ing for sale anything), or being In 
any street, road or public place for 
the purpose of so begging, gathering 
or recleving alms; or that is found 
wandering; and not having any 
borne or any settled place of abode 
or proper guardianship or visible 
means of subsistence; or that is 
found destitute or whose home, by 
reason of neglect, cruelty or deprav- 
ity on the part of its parents, guar- 
dian or other person in whose care 
it may be, is an unfit place for such 
child. 

The word "association" shall in- 
clude any corporation which embrag 
ces in its purposes the care or dispo- 
sition of children coming within • 
meaning of this act. 

Bee. 2. The county courts of the 
several counties of this State shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction In all 
cases coming within the terms 
provisions of this act. In trials 
der this act the child informed 
against, or any person interested in 
such child, shall have right to de- 
mand for it a trial by jury, which 
shall be granted as in other cases 
unless waived, or the Judge of h'~ 
own motion may call a jury to t:.. 
any such case. A special record 
book or books shall be kept by the 
court for all cases coming within 
the provisions of this act to be 
known as "The Juvenile Record," 
and the docket or calendar of the 
court upon which there shall appear 
the case or cases under the provi- 
sions of this act shall be known ae 
The Juvenile Docket," and for con- 
enlence the court in the trial and 
isposition of such cases may be 
called "The Juvenile Sessien of the 
County Court." Between the first 
aud thirty-first dayB of October 
of each year the Clerks of 
the County Courts shall sub- 
mit to the Governor a report iu 
writing, upon blanks to be furnished 
by the Secretary of State, showing 
the number and disposition or delin- 
quent, dependent or neglected chil- 
dren brought before such court, to- 
gether with such other useful infor- 
mation regarding such cases, and 
the parentage of such children ae 
may be reasonably obtained at the 
trial thereof: Provided, That the 
name or indenity of any such child 
or parent shall not be disclosed iu 
such report, and that such report 
shall not be published at State ex- 
pence. 

Provide For Probation Office™. 
Sec. 3. The County Courts of the 
several counties in this State shall 
have authority to appoint or desig- 
nate one or more discreet persons, 
man or woman, of good moral char- 
acter to serve as probation officers 
during the pleasure of the court; 
said probation officers to receive no 
compensation from the County 
Treasurer, except as herein provi- 
ded. In case a probation officer 
shall be appointed by the court, it 
Shall be the duty of the ClerK of the 
f practicable, to notify the 
said probatiou officer when any 
child is to be brought before the 
court; it shall be the duty of such 
probation officer to make investigaj 
tions of such case : to be present in 
court to represent the interests of 
the child when the case is heard ; to 
furnish to the court such informa- 
tion and assistance as the court or 
Judge may require, and to take 
charge of any child before and after 
the trial, as may be directed by the 
court. 

In counties naving a city of the 
first and second class the County 
Court may appoint one probation 
who shall be designated as 
chief probation offloer, and one pro- 
batiou officer who shall be designa- 
ted aB assistant probation officer, 
and they shall receive a salary of 
not exceeding twelve hundred ($1,- 
200) dollars and nine handred (tUOO) 
dollars respectively, per annum, 
and nesessary expenses may be al- 
lowed said officer to an amount not 
exceedihg eight hundred (»800) dol- 
lars per annum, in the discretion of 
the court, said salaries and expen- 
ses to be paid out of the county lew 
under orders of the fiscal court or 




.tlicer. all other probation othVers 
hall be directly under his or her 
lontrol aud direction, aud said chief 
probatiou officer aud assistant »ro- 
bation officer, if any there be, shall 
possess all the power and authority 
>t the Sheriff to m tke arrests. 
Everyone To Take Interest. 
Sec. 2. Any reputable par SOB be- 
ng a resident of the county having 
knowleire of a child in his county 
who appears to be either neglected, 
dependant or delinquent, may file 
with the Clork of the County Court a 
petition In writing, setting fourth 
the facts, verified by affidavit. The 
petition shall set fourth the n 
and residence of each parent 
known, and if both are dead, 
their residence unknown, then the 
and residence of the legal 
guardiau, if known, or, if not kowu, 
hen the name and residence cf 
line near relative, if there be one 
ad his residence be known. It 
mil be sufficient that the affidavit 
Is upon information and belief. 

Upon filing of the petition a sum- 
mon shall issue requiring the per- 
son having custody or control of the 
child, or with whom the child may 
If. t.. appear with the child at the 
place and time stated in the sum- 
mons, which time shall not be less 
than twenty-four hours after service. 
The parents of the child, if living, 
and their residence, if known to the 
petitioner, or its legal guardian. If 
one there may be, aud his residence, 
if known to the petitioner, or if there 
be neither parent nor guardian, oi 
If his or her residence be not known 
then some near relative, if his resi- 
be known to the petit 



KENTUCKY TOBACCO 
GROWERS NOT ALL 

Other People and Countries Have 
Their Troubles. 



PROSPECT NEXT CONGRESS 

WILL WORK ON WATERWAYS. 

Washington, June 4. — (Spec- 
&\.)— While Kentucky tobacco 
growers are having their own 
troubles with the tobacco trust, 
figures just furnished to the De- 
partment of State show the 
revenues of tobacco trusts and 
government monopolies in other 
mntries. In Australia there is 
tobacco trust which last year 
had a revenue of 17,000,006, 

th a population of 4,000,000. 
There are now six factories as 
against nine before the combine, 
but the operatives have increased 
12 per cent, with an increase of 
wages. The revenue per pound 
is 64 cents, the revenue per 
capita $1,094, and the average 
wages per hour 12.4 cents. In 
France, Austria and Italy, to- 
bacco is a government monopoly, 
and, though it may seem strange, 
the people fare worse under this 
system than in Australia under 
the trust. The revenue per pound 
in France is 75 cents, in Italy 90 
cents, and in Austria 32 cents, 
while the average wage per hour 
aB compared with Australia's 
12.4 cents is only 4 cents in 
France, a fraction over 3 cents 

Austria, and 3 cents iu Italy. 
From these figures it would seem 
that those countries having a 
government monopoly, have their 
tobacco troubles, as well as Ken- 
tucky. - 

Now that Congress is iu its 
last weeks, the regular scanning 
of the field for the large issues of 
the next session is going on. 
Having dealt with one means of 
transportation this year — that is, 
the railroads — it Boems certain 
that next year will see a demand 
for legislation concerning 
another means, that is, navigable 
streams all over the country. 
There is a growing feeling that, 
the government should take an 
"mportant and active part iu de- 
veloping the waterways of the 
country, aud the enthusiasm 
with which the efForts of the 
National Rivers and Harbors 
Congress to this end have met 
indicate that this feeling will 
bear fruit. Such improvements 
as this Congress is working for 
would be of great value to Ken- 
tucky in developing the river 
commerce of not only the Ohio 
and Mississippi, but also of 
butary streams within the 
State. There seems to be a gen- 
eral recognition of the fact that 
a broad policy on the part of the 
national government in dealing 
with this subject will do more 
thau auythingelse to insure com- 
mercial growth and prosperity, 
and for ttiis reason there can be 
little doubt that it will occupy a 
prominent position in the busi- 
ness of t he next Congress, which, 
like its predecessor, will thus 
deal with the question of trans- 
portation, but .in a constructive 
method. ^^^^

it has by no means been retired 
i the wings. There is cuu-

APPEAL TO CITIZENS-READ 
THE JUVENILE COURT LAW 
The Juvenile Court law, en- 
acted by the last session of the 
Kentucky Legislature, will be- 
come elective about June 12th 
and will change radically the 
whole legal procedure in cases 
affecting boys of seventeen years 
and under, and girls ol eighteen 
and under, except when offenses 
committed by children of such 
ages are classed as felonies. 

The new law is a most excel- 
lent and advanced measure and, 
wherever it may be wisely and 
carefully administered, must and 
will have the effect of divorcing 
youth and crime, of starting ou 
the road to useful citizenship 
many a delinquent boy. aud girl, 
who, handled under the old sys- 
tem of the criminal courts would 
often, as in the past, become 
thieves, vagabonds, prostitutes. 

The purpose of the law is to 
establish a parental protection 
delinquent childreu, all of 
i have been formerly classed 
h adult lawbreakers, thrown 
in jail with them and treated as 
common criminals without con- 
sideration for their youth or the 
often desperate environments iu 
which they have grown up to the 
crisis of their young lives. And 
the first arrest and appearance 
in court has often meant the be- 
ginning of a life of reckless and 
confirmed criminal action. Under 
the new order of things the 
judges upou whom this great 
responsibility falls will, if the 
spirit of the law be made ef- 
fective, become great weli 
springs of helpfulness to thous- 
ands of friendless, wayward, 
weal; boys and girls for whose 
welfare the law has heretofore 
made little provision. 

The Juvenile Court law is print- 
ed in full in Tun Bkk today aud; we 
trust every parent, every teacher, 
every citizen will familiarize 
him or her self with its provi- 
sions and that each will take a 
personal interest to see that the 
law is administered and en- 
forced according to its true 
spirit. About the same time 
this law goes into effect auother 
measure known as the Adult 
Delinquency law also becomes 
effective. This latter • measure 
is framed so as to provide for the 
punishment of parents or other 
persoiiR responsible for or con- 
tributing to the delinquency of 
children. The general intent of 
these laws is to punish adults 
who are responsible for such 
delinquency and to reform aud 



grave obligations upon th 
County Judge, to whom all these 
cases must go, and he will need 
the sympathy and support of all 
good citizens in euforcing these 
new laws; but the reward that 
will surely follow the admin- 
istration ot the true spirit of 
these laws, in the reformation of 
delinquent boys and girls, will 
be greater than salary and fees. 

We urge that all good citizens 
read and study the Juvenile 
Court law and aid in its enforce- 
ment.

GROWERS NOT ALL. 

(Coutinjed from Page 1 ) 
points that easily can be ar 
ranged. 

This is to be no "billion dol- 
lar" Congress. It is estimated 
that when adjournment 
comes the expenditures that will 
have been authorized will be a 
little in excess of $650,000,000. 
Representative Tawuey, chair- 
man of the House Committee on 
Appropriations has taken up the 
role dropped by Speaker Can- 
non of "watchdog of the Treas- 
ury." Early in the session he 
started in cutting appropriations 
to the bone and its a result the 
total budget will uot exceed the 
amount mentioned unless the 
Senate votes some increases. 
The only increase of any magni- 
tude made by the upper branch 
thus far has been in the naval 
bill, the appropriation being 
raised by $2,461,037. 

Exit the "immunity bath" for 
corporations. The Senare Com 
mittee on Judiciary has reported 
favorably on the Knox bill, only 
minor amendments having 
been suggested. The bill makes 
provision for immuuity from 
prosecution only to any "natural 
person" who, ID obedience to a 
subpoena, shall give testimony 
uuder oath, or produce evidence, 
documentary or otherwise, under 
oath before officers of the gov- 
ernment It will be remembered 
that the beef packers escaped 
heavy penalties on the plea that 
they were immune because they 
freely gave to Commissioner 
Garfield the information on 
which their prosecution was 
based, and that the commissioner 
had promised them that he would 
not use the evidence iu a court 
of law. Now that this shield for 
corporation cupidity is removed 
the officials of the government 
will have plainer sailing. 
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The government lighthouse au- 
thorities are about to undertake a 
series of interesting experiments 
with submarine signalling, 
which, if successful, will prove 
of vast benefit to shipping. Be 
ginning at noon June 1 sub 
marine bells will be sounded day 
aud night from five different 
lightships iu the vicinity of New 
York and Boston. Masters of 
vessels equipped with apparatus 
for catching submarine signals, 
have been requested to fill in de 
tails of the conditions under 
which signals are intercepteds 
giving the condition of the sea, 
the state of the tide aud winds 
aud the distance from the light 
ship signalling. From this data 
the lighthouse board expects to 
compile importaut rules that 
will reduce submariue signalling 
to an exact science. As an 
auxiliary to the wireless tele- 
graph this uuderwater system of 
communication will be of im- 
mense value iu warning ships of 
coining storms aud of receiving 
distress signals on shore. 

It remained for an ordinary, 
everyday city policeman to un- 
earth a dangerous baud of 
counterfeiters this week almost 
within sight of the Treasury and 
directly under the eye of the 
Secret Service Agents. The mefl 
were Italians, posing as work 
men on the new Union Station, 
and they worked at odd hours 
turning out spurious coin. The 
police raided the cabin of the 
men, and captured them and 
ilieir paraphernalia.

locking out his miners $100, the

profiting by it must reimburse 
the other. Mine inspectors are 
not tube members of the Miners' 
Union. 

The Green River Coal Com- 
pany, of Parkersburg, W. Va., 
has purchased the 100 acre farm 
of Clay Taylor on Green river at 
Taylortowu, Ohio county, Kv.. 
at a consideration of $37,000, 
and will use it, according to re- 
ports, for a town site and open 
mines. As a further evidence 
that something definite is to be 
done or is being done it is known 
that options covering thousands 
of acres of mineral land adjicent 
to the Taylor farm have been 
acquired by this company. It is 
not known when active opera- 
tions will begin.

Brlsbee, Ariz., June 5 — Trouble at the 
:opper mines at Cananea, state of So- 
noia. Mexico, between American and 
Mexican miners, resulted In serious 
loss of life. 

The Mexican miners demanded an 
increase of wages, and the manager 
r>f the mines, Col. ' Bill" Greene, made 
a speech, which was not satisfactory, 
and the Mexicans started rioting. 

They attacked the American miners, 
taking them unawares. But more Mex- 
icans died than Americans. When the 
news was received here, armed men 
gathered at the border, and were ad: 
mitted into Mexico by Gov. Ysabel of 
Sonora. They hurried to the scene of 
trouble, and with the Mexican rurales 
(troops) restored order. 

The ringleaders of the rioters took 
to the hills. 

The American consul at Cananea 
iippealed to Washington for assistance, 
and Washington intimated to the Mex- 
ican government to protect Ameri- 
cans. Hysterical reports by corre- 
spondents, and the rush of tenderfeet 
to get away *rom the scene of trouble, 
lent a vivid color to affairs for awhile. 

The summary shows that during the 
two days" lighting thirty-six Mexicans 
were killed and only six Americans.

Madrid, June 5. — The wretch who 
slaughtered a score of f el low-beings In 
Calle Mayor, Thursday, in an attempt 
to murder the king and queen of 
Spain, is dead by his own band, after 
adding another crime to the list be- 
fore he died. He killed himself In the 
village of Torrejon De Ardoi, About 
fifteen miles from Madrid. 

Saturday afternoon he went to tho 
railway station and asked what time 
the next train left for Saragossa. On 
being told there was no train until the 
night mail he entered an Inn and or- 
dered a meal. He did not taste the 
food, however, but sat restless and 111 
St ease. His hunted, forlorn appear- 
ance raised a suspicion that he was a 
fugitive from Justice. Among the 
guests was a man named Reyes, who 
conferred with the landlord and they 
communicated with the rural police. 
Thereupon a gendarme named Vega 
went to the inn, accosted the stranger 
and asked whether he had papers of 
Identification. The reply being in the 
negative, the gendarme said: 'You 
must come with me." 

"What for?" queried the man. 

"You'll see at the police office," the 
gendarme responded. The stranger 
arose, walked to the street, closely 
followed by Vega, who had only gone 
a few yards when the prisoner made 
some remark to the gendarme and 
pointed across the street. Vega turned 
to look, whereupon the prisoner drew 
a revolver, shot the gendarme dead 
and started to run; but he was so near 
the Inn that Its occupants, who had 
seen all, fell upon him. Seeing that es- 
cape was hopeless, he turned the re- 
volver upon his breast, fired and fell 
across Vega's body. 

The authorities at Madrid were In-

FIGURES OF GOVERNMENT RE. 
PORT QUESTIONED. 



Representative Kllerbe, of Sooth 
Carolina, Wants the Source of 
The Eatlmate Frodnced. 

Washington, June 6.— Representa- 
tive Ellerbe, of South Carolina, intro- 
duced a resolution, Tuesday, charging 1 
that the cotton acreage report of the 
department or agriculture, Issued 
Monday ( giving an estimate of 28,6?6,- 
000 acres, exceeds the amount actual- 
ly planted, and Is not warranted from 
the returns received by the depart- 
ment from its crop correspondents. 

The resolution directs the secretary 
of agriculture to furnish the house the 
tabulated sheets showing the esti- 
mate of acreage made by the seven 
classes of correspondents, namely the 
field agents, the state agents, the 
country correspondents > the township 
correspondents, the gln'ners, the spe- 
cial correspondents and the individual 
farmers. 

Mr. Ellebre states that he has direct 
and positive information that this 
cotton report ha* been manipulated 
to the disadvantage of the south, and 
alleges that no one of three traveling 
agents "was in two states upon which 
they passed."

LOCOMOTIVE BLASTS 



Using More Heavy Kails. 

The striking extent to which 
the heavier steel rail has sup- 
planted the lighter sections <lnr 
iog the last decade is illustrated 
in thecurreut number of the Iron 
Trade Review, which fiuds that 
since 1897 the proportion of rails 
weighing eighty- five pounds and 
over to the yard has increased 
from 21.5 per cent (if the coun- 
try's rail production to 41. i) per 
per cent in 1905, and to eveu a 
larger figure this year. Iu 1902 
and 190ii the total tonnage of 
rails was about the same, but in 
1902 the proportion of heavy 
rails was 24 per cent, and in 1903 
it was 42 1 per cent. Ju 1902 
jther? was much building of new 
roatls ;\ud of trolley rouCJs, which 
in general take rails of less than 
eighty-five pounds. In 1903, on 
the other hand, the orders were 
much niore strictly confined to 
replacement orders by the large 
roads, and heavy sections were 
taken. This put the proportion 
very high. Then for the season 
of 1904 the large roads were bop 
ing for a reduction in price, and 
placed orders ae small as possi- 
ble, which put the proportion 
down again. For 1905 there 
were no special conditions, and 
tha percentage shown for that 
year was the normal. 

There has not been noticed, in 
the paBt three or four years, any 
tendency toward the 100-pound 
rail. Most of the roads still pre- 
fer an eighty-five or ninety-pound 
rail. Instead of still going in for 
still hoavier rails, the railroads 
are more likely to call for better 
material. The desire for open- 
hearth rails has much increased 
and nickel and other alloy Bteel 
may find much vogue. 

Much of the replacement work 
now going on is to replace, with 
eightv-five pound and heavier 
sections, rails whieh are not worn 
out but are too light. When the 
bulk of the track has been relaid 
with heavy rails there may be a 
tendency lo a halt in the increase 
of tonnage, but the total track to 
be kept up is increasing each 
year, and the duty is increasing 
through heavier loads, greater 
Bpeed and greater density of 
traffic.
